DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

L Claims 1, and 3-8 are allowed. 

Re to claims 1 and 3, the independent claim includes " an electrical connector member 
that is arranged to electrically connect the float arm with the sliding contact " in combination 
with the remaining claim limitation is not taught and/or made obvious by the prior art. As noted 
Tsuda discloses a resin float arm holder (30) to hold the float arm (21) in place. However, Tsuda 
does provide an electrical connection between the float arm (21), the float arm holder (30), and 
the slider contact (33). Yamura et al. discloses a float arm holder (4) made of synthetic resin for 
holding the float arm (2) in place, and includes a sliding contact (6). Yamura et al. does not 
teach an electrical connector member that is arranged to electrically connect the float arm with 
the sliding contact.
